THIS FISH IS A BUTCHER. 


And He Carries His Ssw In His Ugly 
Mouth at All Tires. 

Moral of this fish story is: The value 
of anything depends on how it is used. 
A safety match used to light a beacon 
lamp and another match used to set 
fire to a city have widely separated 
ranks in the realm of utility. On the 
same principle of Values the sawfish 
belongs near the ‘bottom rank in the 
ocean kingdom.
